. I will not undertake to fay poftively in this Paper, 
as my Highland Prophet doesin tis, that the Plague 
fhall certainly reach hither next Year; tho’ I affu- 
redly expe&tand believe it, and perhaps on good 
Grounds too. 

But two Things I will recommend to you all to 
confider, and | think them both very remarkable. 


1. That the Plague has now. for eight Years paft, 
taken -a gradual Courfe, or kind of Circuit, 
through a great part of Europe, and every Year 
it has come a Step nearer and nearer to this Nas 
tion, and that ifit takes but two Steps more in 
oe fame manner, it cannot but reach us eflectu- 
ay ees 

2. That before the great Plague, Anno $42. 
when, in a manner, all the World was Rava- 
ged by the greateft and molt dreadful Pettilence 
that ever was known ; there was the like Di- 

——— flemper, or Mortality, amorg the Cattle, as 
has of late Raged in Jtaly and Germany, and is 
now fpreading into Milan and France. 


As to the firft Obfervation, viz. OF the gradual 
Approach of the Plague, you may looy back to the 
Year 1704, thereabouts we may fay it begun: ~The 
Turlifh Countries of Bulgaria and Walachia, felt its 
firt Fury, tho’ [think that very Year it reach’d as 
far this Way as Caffovia in the Upper Hungaria. __ 

I could trace it back to Con/tantfneple; and theTowns 
on the Black Sea, where, we are told it Raged before 
that, but this is Remote. 

In 1705, Upper Poland ws dreadfully Vifted, the 
City of Crackow Defolatec, and it Raged over the 
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Southern Poland, quite up to the Ukrain, and the Con- 
fines of Muftovy and Tartaria. 

In 1706, It came down the Viftula, Attack’ War- 
faw, and the Lower Poland, in a Dreadful manner ; 
they Buryed 160co Pople in Warfaw only, and the 
City was almoft left empty of People. 

In 1797, it came on this Way ; Dantzick felt the 
Terrible Vilitation, and that to fich a degree, as I 
need not relate, being fo frefh in our Memories; I 
have feen an Account of 51000 People, which, as 
they faid, Perith’d in the City and Diftri& of Dant- 
ick only, 

The next Year, 1708, Dantzick not quite free ; 
the Cities of Riga, Thorn, Elbing, Marienburgh. and 
Koningsburgh, were ViGited, and from thence (Riga) 
it pafs’d over into Sweden, 

Stockholm, and all that part of Sweden, fuffer’d un- 
der itina lamentable manner all the Year, 17093 
and it fpread itfelf in that fame Year, and the next, 
into Eaftergothia and Schonen, where it made like De- 
folation, Ann, 17123 this was a large Step this 

ay. 

In 1711, It came on this fide the Sound, and fiz'd 
the City of Copenbagen and Ifle of Seeland,where itRa- 
ged with fuch Fury, that 21500 People Perifh’d in the 
Town, belides thofe that died at Elfenore and other 
Parts of the Ifland; where many whole Villages 
were entirely Defolated and not any People left alive; 
and the like on the Continent. 

This prefent Year it has madea long itride, and 
has enter’d Holftein, {pread itfelf to Gluckftat on the 
Elb, and with the Danifh Army, is come over that 
River into the Dutchy of Bregen, above an Hundred 
Mile nearer to us than it was before. 

Let any Man tell me, if it makes two fuch Steps 
more, how can we be fuppos'd to efcape? But that 
which is more terrible yet to refle& on than all this, 
is, that whatever fome may tell us of a like Diftem- 
per to ours now forerunning the former Plague, which 
we had here in 1665, thisis certain, that in all the 
Places abovefaid, they were a@ually Vifited with 
fuch a Diftemper as this, the very Year before they 
had the Plague, only with this difference, that it was 
more Mortal to them than this, God be piaifed, has 
been with us, 

The Learned Cavillers at this Paper, pretend this 
isan Unfeafonable Difcourfe, tends to make the Peo- 
ple Uneafie, and difcourage Trade; I differ from 
them inthe Thing’s being Unfeafonable, and think 


jut the contrary ; and that as none but a ftupid Gee 
ration, that {coifat every Judgment of Heaven, a 
value not their Maker till they feel his Hand, can 

fo blind, as not to fee the vifible Approaches of fuck 
Thing to es 3 fo nothing, but a dreadful Indifferer: 
in the Event, can make the Hints I have given, 
feafonable. Astothe Difcouraging Trade, it isi 
mean Pretence, and not Concern’d in the Thin 
the Ruin of our Trade is owing to vifible Caufes o 
nother kind, and which I thall be more particular; 
hereafter. 

I thall make no Theological Inferences, fiom t 
Difcourfe of the Plague, I leave that V ork to ¥ 
Minifters, whofe Province it is, and from whom, 
quettion, you will better accept it In me, 
will callit Canting, and Preaching, and per 
mock, rather than improve it to your own Adva. 
tage ; but that you may learna little better how 
behave yourfelves, when fuch a terrible Stroke th 
reach you, I fhall, in my next. give you a lit 
Sketch or Draft of the dreadful Havock the 1: 
Plague made in this City; tillthen, I conclude wi} 
only reminding you ofone Thing, viz. How than 
ful we ought all to be, that this general Shock F 
been fo light, that it has been fcarce Mortal a 
where ; that Death has only given every one of 
fomething like a jog on the Elbow, or a pull by t 
Sleeve as he pafs'd by, as it were, to bid us get rea 
againft next time he comes this Way—— A fuital! 
Inftru&ion for which Occafion, you have in the Sac 
Text, Ifaiah 79. 9. When the Fudgments of God 
in the Earth, the Inhabitants of the World will le 
Rig bteoufne/s.
